Closest state of the art 

Document DE-29 602 762 discloses a vehicle back shelf solely in accordance with the 
characteristics of lines 1 to 10 of claim 1. Vehicles are known having a back shelf 
that is movable between two positions: a) an in-use position where the shelf is 
disposed horizontally; and b) a position in which the shelf is retracted so as to be 
positioned beneath the bodywork and allow a folding roof to pass through. 

Object (problem to be solved) 

Simplify the mechanism. 

Solution 

The back shelf comprising a central plate and two moving side plates has means 
which are adapted to control and guide the sliding of the two moving side plates so 
that they can be retracted under the central plate. Said means enable the side plates to 
move relative to the central plate (relative displacement) in both directions (both from 
the deployed position to the retracted position, and in the opposite direction).

Additional remarks 

Document DE-29 602 762 is not cited in the description and the corresponding 
state of the art is not indicated (PCT Rule 5.1 (a)(ii)). 
Independent claim 1 is presented in two parts, nevertheless some of the 
characteristics disclosed in the precharacterizing portion of claim 1 are not 
disclosed in the closest state of the art. 
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
